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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  Dorchester  School  Board: 

My  ninth  annual  report  as  your  superintendent 
of  schools  IS  now  submitted  for  your  information  and 
that  of  citizens  of  Dorchester. 

The  report  presents  a  discussion  of  the  major  prob- 
lems before  the  school  district,  and  such  statistical 
data  as  may  be  useful  to  the  people  of  this  town. 

The  loss  of  State  Aid  is  a  serious  thing  for  the 
Dorchester  School  District.  It  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
many  more  school  districts  were  found  to  be  more 
deserving  of  state  assistance  according  to  the  formula 
adopted  by  law.  However,  we  do  not  believe  a  true 
financial  picture  is  presented.  It  is  true  that  Dor- 
chester did  not  make  the  minimum  effort  to  qualify 
for  state  aid,  and  that  the  taxable  wealth  back  of  each 
pupil  is  equal  to,  and  more  than  that  in  some  other 
districts  in  our  Supervisory  Union.  Against  thi.« 
statement  we  must  balance  the  fact  that  the  average 
taxpayer  in  Dorchester  experienced  real  trouble  in 
making  the  effort  recorded.  It  is  my  belief  that  he 
made  greater  personal  sacrifice  than  did  taxpayers 
in  districts  receiving  state  aid. 

A  committee  of  teachers,  consisting  of  one  rep- 
resentative from  each  school  district  outside  of  Ply- 
mouth, made  a  study  of  report  cards,  and  recommend- 
ed a  revised  reporting  system  for  our  elementary 
schools.  The  new  report  cards  were  issued  in  Decem- 
ber, covering  the  first  12  weeks  of  school.  The  mark- 
ing system  and  the  information  given  about  pupils 
represent  a  cross  section  of  desires  expressed  by 
teachers  and  parents  whom  they  interviewed. 
We  have  tried  to  make  the  reports  as  comprehensive 
and    informative   as   possible   without   making   them 
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too  complicated.  The  wishes  and  suggestions  of  par- 
ents are  always  welcomed  to  help  us  in  later  changes, 
should  they  seem  necessary. 

Salaries  throughout  the  state,  as  well  as  the  en- 
tire country,  show  an  upward  trend.  Teachers  grad- 
uating from  teacher  training  institutions  are  expect- 
ing higher  initial  salaries  each  year.  This  in  turn 
has  an  effect  on  the  salaries  of  experienced  teachers 
now  in  service.  (Constantly  increasing  living  costs 
and  tax  deductions  put  those  who  are  on  fixed  in- 
comes at  a  disadvantage.  While  the  results  of  the 
latest  salary  survey  in  New  Hampshire  are  not  yet 
available,  it  is  my  belief  that  salaries  throughout 
Supervisory  Union  No.  48  are  not  equal  to  the  state 
average.  We  must  all  be  aware  of  what  this  situation 
would  mean  if  replacements  became  necessary. 

The  schoG'l  calendar  for  1952-53  is  presented  in 
a  little  more  detail  than  usual.  The  days  of  the  week 
when  certain  holidays  occur  and  the  requirement  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education  that  schools  must  be 
in  session  180  days  during  a  school  year,  have  to  be 
considered  in  making  up  a  calendar.  It  is  never  wise 
to  establish  a  calendar  that  dees  not  provide  for 
slightly  more  time  than  the  minimum  of  180  school 
days.  If  the  schools  have  to  be  closed  because  of  bad 
weather  or  anv  other  emergency,  the  time  lost  must 
be  made  up  either  by  Saturday  sessions  or  bv  an  ex- 
tension of  the  school  year  beyond  the  planned  date  of 
closing.  Such  school  sessions  are  never  satisfactory 
and  are  always  of  doubtful  value. 

It  is  most  encouraQ"ing  to  see  both  the  interior 
and  exterior  improvements  in  the  school  building. 
Dorchester  children  now  have  a  school  house  in 
which  they  can  take  real  nride.  The  snlendid  cood- 
eration  of  people  who  helned  make  the  imnrovements 
is  much  appreciated.     The  ceiling  insulation  and  re- 


cently  installed  storm  windows  will  save  on  heating" 
costs  and,  at  the  same  time,  add  to  the  comfort  of  the 
children  during  the  winter  mionths. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  fine  cooperation  given  at  all  times  by  the  Dor- 
chester School  Board,  the  loyal  and  efficient  work  of 
the  teachers,  and  the  friendliness  of  pupils  in  the 
school.
